“ Mr. Quaritch will publish next month in one stoat volume the ‘Catalogue of 
Arabic Coins in the Khedivial Library at Cairo/ which Mr. Stanley Lane-Poole has 
prepared during two recent visits to Egypt. 

The collection, which numbers nearly three thousand pieces, was mainly brought 
together by the late E. T. Rogers Bey, upon whose death in 1884 it was purchased by 
the Egyptian Government. Since then a good many additions have been made by 
Yaeoub Artin Pasha, but the cabinet is still substantially the Rogers collection. It is 
especially strong in issues of the Eastern Caliphs, and naturally in the coinage of the 
Mohammedan dynasties of Egypt, in which it is the rival, and even the superior of the 
British Museum and the Biblioth&que Nationale, both of which lack a large proportion 
of the rare coins contained in the Cairo cabinet, where there are not a few specimens 
believed to be unique. 

“ The catalogue is, of course, modelled on Mr. Lane-Poole’s Catalogue of Oriental 
Coins in the British Museum .’’—The Athenaeum, October 2nd,. 1897.

But twelve copies of this book are now extant, and the above is the

Richard de Bury, Bishop of Durham, Treasurer and Chancellor of Edward IIL of 
England, finished this treatise—a real gem of bibliophilie—in 1344, in the 68th year of 
his age. 

Mr. E. C. Thomas has reproduced it with all the learning and care of a scholar. 

He gives us, in addition, an account of the authors life, a description of the various 
existing MSS. of the work, and bibliographical details of the printed editions ; besides 
an English translation of high excellence. 

Richard de Bury's Philobiblon gives a faithful picture of the state of Literature 
in his time ; and interesting personal gossip of the growth and development in himself 
of the love for book collecting. 

About 100 years after his death, the art of printing was invented, and the 
resources of bibliophiles multiplied a thousand-fold. The principle and the pleasure 
of book-collecting are still the same as they were 500 years ago, but the cost of 
indulgence is, in our days, far more moderate. 

Richard of Bury was an enlightened Churchman. He blamed the Cardinals for 
electing illiterate Popes, and he urged the necessity of studying Qreek, Hebrew, and 
Arabic, the last being recommended on account of its astronomical and scientific 
literature.

The Crawford Library at Haigh Hall, in Lancashire, is one of the moat valuable, 
and certainly the most universal in its character, of all private book-collections. It 
comprises a very large number of books of great importance, including many which, by 
reason of their excessive rarity, have been imperfectly described in the standard works 
of bibliography. A full catalogue of the library would be a task of such magnitude 
that it must for the present remain a project to be executed in the future; but in the 
meanwhile it is considered useful to issue a number of desultory monographs on some 
of those rarer books of which only the most enthusiastic collectors have discovered that 
the accounts given by Brunet, Graesse, Lowndes, and other bibliographers, are defective 
and incorrect. The necessity of such a detailed and accurate description with reference 
to the De Bry Voyages will be readily acknowledged by all bibliophiles and students of 
bibliography; it is less apparent in the instance of Sander's Brabant and Fowler's 
Mosaic Pavements, which have not attracted so much attention as to make the rarity 
of perfect copies a recognized fact. 

These '* Notes and Collations ” have been and are being compiled by Lord Craw¬ 
ford with a laborious accuracy which is only conceivable to those who have examined 
and tested the work of the best bibliographers, learning over and over again how far 
achievement falls short of its aim in the pursuit of that difficult science.

The work was done by means of type cot 
in tolerably close imitation of those in the Ambrosian 4to., but not so accurately as to 
render an absolute facsimile possible. Consequently the suggestion was adopted that 
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the forgery was a distinct issue or edition contemporaneous with the nniqne 4to. It 
was no donbt a costly fabrication as I had to pay over £20 for this copy in an unbound 
state, when I wished to have it in conjunction with the unique folio printed at 
Barcelona which I possessed a few years ago. That unique folio (in 2 leaves) was 
printed at Barcelona in 1493, and the unique 4to. at Milan in 4 leaves, was reprinted 
soon afterwards in the same year, probably at Rome. No genuine copy of either, 
beyond those two, has ever been hea rd of.

One of the most magnificent books on the Art-Monuments of Spain, and probably 
Bnperior to any other in the accuracy and learning of its author. The series of 
illustrations was selected from works of art which were excellent by reason of their 
historical character or the beauty of their execution. Only 275 copies were printed, 
of which about 150 were absorbed by subscribers among the aristocracy of Spain. 

The book may therefore be regarded as virtually unpublished, and as likely before 
long to become a costly rarity. 

“His great work, the * Iconografia Espahola,* published in 1853 and 1864, 
contains seventy-four ‘portraits, statues, and mausoleums,’ dating ‘from the eleventh 
to the seventeenth centuries.* Not only the original drawings, but the text in Spanish 
and French, were his own work. Among the gems of this collection may be named 
the bas-reliefs of Charles V and his Empress, attributed by Cean Bermudez to 
Pompeo Leoni, and now in the Museum at Madrid ; portraits of Philip II when 
young, and in his old age ; the unhappy Don Carlos, Don Juan de Austria. Philip’s 
wives, and the famous 1 one-eyed ’ Princess of Eboli. That of Hernan Cortes is 
exquisitely finished.”— Athenaeum , April 10th, 1890.

A splendid and admirable volume, illustrating worthily the history of the art of 
Bookbinding in England between the twelfth and the eighteenth century. 

One of the finest of a series of books upon this favourite subject produced in 
England daring the last six or seven years. The first was my own “ Facsimiles,” 
printed in 1889, which was illustrated with over a hundred coloured plates by Mr. Griggs. 
It embraced the whole European field, and was accompanied by a sketch of the history 
of Bookbinding in its entire extent, considered as decorative art—the first essay towards 
a systematic and comprehensive work of the kind, and the first attempt to group a set 
of facsimiles so as to display the various styles and periods of Bookbinding. Mr. Griggs 
performed his part of the work with excellent skill, and so effectively, that he has since 
been employed by all the subsequent labourers in the same field.

Where large flaws appear, the dies were giving way, so that many of those 
specimens are unique. 

The work is, in fact, a complete Catalogue of the Copper, Tin, and Bronze Coinage 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and it will always rank as the Standard Reference Work 
for that Coinage.
